SAN  LUIS  OBISPO,  Calif.  —  More  than  2,000 
protesters  laid  siege  to  the  Diablo  Canyon  atomic 
power  plant  Tuesday,  streaming  over  the  surrounding 
fence,  landing  rafts  on  a  nearby  beach  or  sitting  in  at 
the  main  gate.  More  than  450  were  arrested  for 
trespassing. 

More  than  700  construction  workers,  their  exit 
blocked  by  the  masses  of  demonstrators,  had  to  be 
flown  out  of  the  plant  by  helicopter  at  the  end  of  their 
workday. 

Singing  and  chanting,  “The  whole  world  is 
watching!”  the  anti-nuclear  activists  launched  their 
long-anticipated  demonstration  less  than  a  week
